Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  District  for  the  year 
1949. 

The  birth  rate  at  15.1  continued  to  fall  in 
common  with  the  rest  of  the  Country,  from  the  high  level 
of  23.2  attained  in  1947.  The  death  rate  was  10.9  compared 
with  12.5  in  the  previous  year,  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  accounting  fcr  44  per  cent  of  the  total 
deaths.  The  infant  mortality  raae  of  16  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  of  38  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative 
County.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

Measles  wa.s  the  most  prevalent  infectious 
disease,  of  a total  of  356  cases  of  this  disease,  343  were 
notified  during  the  first  four  months  of  the  year.  Whooping 
cough  was  a,lso  fairly  prevalent  with  88  notified  cases. 

Housing  continues  to  be  a grave  problem.  Apart 
from  the  effects  on  health  of  insanitary  overcrowding,  we 
know  only  too  well  the  dissatisfaction,  frustration  and 
despair  which  arise  from  the  compulsory  and  interminable 
sharing  of  households,  and  manifest  themselves  in  family 
squabbles,  broken  marriages,  antisocial  behaviour  and  mental 
illness . 


The  National  Health  Service  has  now  completed 
its  first  year  of  operation.  The  division  ^f  administrative 
responsibility  between  Executive  Councils,  Regional  Hospital 
Boards  and  Local  Health  Authorities,  and  the  separation 
of  preventive  and  curative  medicine  have  given  rise  to  con- 
siderable difficulties,  especially  in  relation  to  the 
tuberculosis  and  maternity  services.  Liaison  and  oo-opera- 
tion  between  the  separate  administrative  bodies  will  need 
to  be  very  close  if  the  standard  of  the  various  services 
is  to  be  maintained  and  improved. 

The  Council  resolved  to  adopt  the  model  by-laws 
relating  to  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food, 
and  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air.  Valuable  and  necessary, 
however,  as  legislation  may  be  in  regard  to  the  hygiene  of 
food,  a higher  standard  can  best  be  attained  by  education  — 
education  of  the  food  trader  in  personal  hygiene  and 
education  of  the  public  to  appreciate  and  demand  clean 
food . 


As  it  is  thought  that  the  Council  would  like 
to  have  at  its  disposal  information  on  all  the  health 
services  in  the  District,  reference  has  been  made  in  the 
report  to  certain  services  which,  though  not  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Council,  are  administered  locally  by  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of 
the  County  Council.

FOR  THE  AREA 


1.  STAFF 


Full  details  of  the  staff  are  given  at  the  beginning 
of  this  report. 


2.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  at  Wakefield  undertakes  the  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  clinical  specimens,  milk,  water,  etc.  and  certain 
biochemical  tests  on  milk  and  ice-cream. 

Facilities  exist  in  the  Council’s  laboratory  at 
Grange  House  for  carrying  out  biochemical  tests  on  milk  and 
ice-cream. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  milk,  foodstuffs,  water  etc. 
is  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Richardson  & Jaffe,  Bradford. 


3.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  ambulance  service  is  administered  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council,  the  District  being  served  by  the  depot 
at  White  Cross,  Guiseley. 


4.  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  in  the  District  is  provided 
by  the  County  Council.  There  are  three  full-time  Home  Nurses 
and  relief  duties  are  undertaken  by  a Relief  Nurse  who  serves 
the  Divisional  Area.  This  service,  together  with  the  provision 
of  Home  Helps,  is  a most  valuable  service,  in  many  instances 
making  it  possible  for  cases  of  illness  to  be  nursed  satisfac- 
torily at  home  instead  of  in  hospital  thus  considerably 
relieving  the  already  overloaded  hospital  service. 

During  the  year  the  Home  Nurses  made  8,971  visits  to 
335  patients  in  the  Urban  District.

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6 . HOSPITALS  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE

7.  MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES 

(1)  Domiciliary  Midwifery 

The  services  of  three  full-time  domiciliary 
midwives  are  available  in  the  District,  and  relief  duties  are 
undertaken  by  a Relief  Midwife,  who  serves  the  Divisional 
area . 

All  the  midwives  are  qualified  to  adminster  Gas  and 
Air  Analgesia, and  are  equipped  with  the  necessary  apparatus. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  for  the  area.

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(3)  Institutional  Confinements 

Normal  maternity  cases  are  looked  through,  the 
Central  Booking  Bureau  at  County  Hall,  Wakefield,  which  is 
now  operated  hy  the  County  Council  as  agents  of  the  Leeds _ 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  allocates  the  cases  to  beds  in 
former  County  Hospitals.  In  view  of  the  scarcity  of  hospital 
beds,  it  has  been  necessary  to  give  priority  to  first  confine- 
ments, and  to  cases  where  the  environmental  conditions  are  un- 
suitable for  a home  confinement. 


It  should  be  noted  that  these  arrangements  relate 
only  to  normal  confinements.  Emergency  maternity  cases  are 
sent  direct  to  the  nearest  appropriate  hospital  by  the  doctor 
concerned.  Abnormal  cases  are  referred  to  the  consultant  clinic 
at  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital,  and  the  consultant  then  arranges 
for  theiLr  admission  to  hospital  if  required.

(3)  Premature  Infants 

During  the  year  progress  was  made  in  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  care  of  the  premature  infant  nursed  at  home. 
Special  equipment  is  stationed  at  the  Guiseley  Ambulance 
Depot  from  which  it  can  be  delivered  to  the  home  at  any  time 
day  or  night.

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers 
and  their  children  and  give  any  necessary  help  and  advice. 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility 
within  prescribed  limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Moral 
Welfare  Homes. 

There  were  18  illegitimate  live  births  in  the 
District  during  the  year,  which  represents  4.8  per  cent  of  the 
total  live  births. 


9.  HEALTH  VISITING 

Under  Section  24  of  the  National  Hea.lth  Service  Act, 
1946,  health  visiting  became  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  a 
statutory  duty.  The  relevant  section  says  "It  shall  be  a duty  of 
every  local  health'-  authority  to  make  provision  in  their  area  for 
the  visiting  of  persons  in  their  homes  by  visitors,  to  be  called 
"health  visitors",  for  the  purpose  cf  giving  advice  as  to  the 
care  of  young  children,  persons  suffering  from  illness  and 
expectant  or  nursing  mothers,  and  as  to  the  measures  necessary  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  infection."  Previously  the  Health  Visitor 
was  mainly  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  mothers  and  young  children 
under  five  years.  She  is  now  concerned  with  the  care  of  the 
family  as  a unit  and  the  scope  of  her  work  has  consequently  been 
very  considerably  extended  and  broadened. 
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Four  full-time  fully  qualified  health  visitors 
undertake  health  visiting  in  the  District.

10.  HOME  HELP  SERVICE 


There  has  been  a steadily  increasing  demand  on  this 
service  during  the  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
the  County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households 
"where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any 
person  who  is  ill,  lying  in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged,  or  a child  net  over  compulsory  school  age." 

During  the  year  home  helps  were  provided  for  55  cases 
in  the  Urban  District. 


11.  MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Miss  Buck,  one  of  the  Gounty  Council’s  Mental  Health 
Social  Workers,  undertakes  duties  in  connection  with  the  super- 
vision and  training  of  mentally  defective  persons  in  the  area 
who  are  under  statutory  supervision,  guardianship  or  on  licence 
from  Institutions.  She  is  also  concerned  with  the  after-care 
of  persons  discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals.  Miss  Moxon,  Home 
Teacher,  undertakes  the  training  of  defectives  in  their  homes. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Leeds  Mental 
Health  Service  for  children  who  have  been  reported  to  the 
Local  Health  Authority  as  ineducable  and  who  are  living  at 
home,  to  attend  daily  at  the  West  Leeds  Occupation  Centre, 
Armley  Grange,  Stanningley  Road,  Leeds. 

The  Duly  Authorised  Officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  take 
initial  proceedings  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons  ef 
unsound  mind  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  is 
Mr.  J.  Rollisson,  Divisional  Welfare  Office,  Bradford. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  AGT,  1948 
SECTION  47 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 
provides  that  where  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a county 
district  certifies  that  a person  is  suffering  from  grave 
chronic  disease  or  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapaci- 
tated, is  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  unable  to 
devote  to  himself,  and  is  not  receiving  from  other  persons 
proper  care  and  attention,  the  County  District  Council  may 
apply  to  a court  of  summary  jurisdiction  for  an  order  to 
remove  the  person  to  a suitable  hospital  or  other  place  and 
his  detention  and  maintenance  there.

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  thirteenth 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1949* 


Appended  herewith  are  the  various  charts  and 
statistics  relative  to  the  Department. 


The  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  shows 
a substantial  increase  in  cost  over  the  previous  year,  due  to 
the  decrease  of  the  amount  of  salvage  collected  and  also  the 
fall  in  price  of  reclaimed  materials,  due  to  the  waste  paper 
market  being  overstocked  during  the  year;  also  a new  refuse 
collection  vehicle  was  bought  out  of  revenue. 


The  disposal  cf  refuse  is  now  being  carried  out  on 
the  site  of  the  disused  Guiseley  Sewage  Wo rks , but  the  prepara 
tion  of  plans  etc.  are  still  being  proceeded  with  for  the 
erection  of  a refuse  disposal  plant  by  pre-separation  in  the 
vicinity  of  New  Scarborough.

The  Council  during  the  year  adopted  Clean  Food  Bye- 
laws for  the  district. 


As  forecasted  in  the  last  report  the  provision  of 
washing  facilities  in  ice  cream  vehicles  was  enforced  and  all 
vehicles  serving  the  district  with  non-prepacked  ice  cream 
have  complied  with  our  requirements. 


The  supervision  of  rodent  control  has  proceeded 
during  the  year,  and  although  we  have  no  large  inf estations , 
as  building  materials  become  more  plentiful,  structural 
alterations  will  have  to  be  made  to  many  buildings  in  the 
district  which  were  allowed  to  be  erected  during  the  war 
period  for  the  encouragement  of  keeping  poultry  etc. 


The  erection  of  70  houses  during  the  year  was  the 
lowest  since  the  war,  the  average  for  the  previous  three 
years  was  98,  making  a total  363  for  the  four  years. 


The  Council  adopted  in  principal  the  making  of 
grants  for  the  improvement  of  houses  under  the  Housing  Act, 
1949,  and  by  this  method  many  houses  can  be  brought  up  to 
modern  standards,  but  it  is  a great  pity  that  the  Ministry 
of  Health  should  decide  that  such  work  should  be  classified 
for  the  requirements  of  a licence  and  cone  out  of  the  amount 
allowed  for  licencing  work  allocated  to  a Local  Authority  for 
one  year.  If  we  are  to  improve  housing  conditions,  improve- 
ment grants  should  be  on  and  above  that  amount  allowed  for 
general  maintenance  work  of  the  district.

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FOOD  INSPECTION 


The  sampling  of  food  and  drugs  is  carried  out 
in  this  District  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  and  their 
Inspectors  are  stationed  at  Shipley. 

There  are  eighteen  private  slaughterhouses  in  the 
District,  but  these  are  only  used  for  the  slaughtering  of 
Pigs  with  Food  Office  permits,  to  which  80  visits  have  been 
made . 


The  present  meat  allocation  is  slaughtered  at  the 
Otley  abattoir.  Assistance  is  given  for  the  inspection  of 
meat  at  that  abattoir  when  requested. 

56  visits  have  been  made  to  bakehouses  and  92 
visits  to  food  preparing  premises.

By  the  end  of  the  year  (1949)  there  were  51 
premises  registered  in  the  district  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream, 
and  of  these  five  were  also  registered  for  the  manufacture 
of  ice  cream  on  the  premises  concerned.  In  every  case  a 
cold-mix  preparation  is  employed.

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RATS  AND  MICE 


One  hundred  and  fifty  two  visits  have  been  made 
for  the  elimination  of  rodents  in  the  district,  and  baiting 
has  been  carried  out  where  necessary.  As  previously  reported, 
we  are  not  infected  with  rats  in  the  sewers  proper?  when  a 
percentage  check  bait  was  taken  over  the  District,  the  result 
Was  nil,  except  in  six  cases  when  the  drains  leading  to  sewer 
manholes  were  baited  connected  with  infested  property.  The 
absence  of  vermin  is  due  to  the  fall  in  the  sewers  of  the 
District  and  the  constant  flushing  of  same,  thereby  making  it 
impossible  for  rats  to  exist  therein.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Council  decided  to  take  over  from  the 
Military  Authorities  the  public  conveniences  in  Victoria 
Avenue  which  had  been  requisitioned,  and  reconditioned  same 
for  use  of  the  public.  It  was  also  recommended  that  Albert 
Square  should  be  made  into  a bus  station  with  adequate  Public 
Conveniences  provided. 
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* 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  ending  1949,  3949  loads  of 
refuse  were  collected,  the  disposal  of  same  was  by  tipping  at  the 
old  Guiseley  Sewage  Works  which  are  not  derelict. 

The  Hawksworth  Tip  which  was  completed,  was 
transferred  to  other  Committees,  viz.  Housing  and  Parks  and 
Public  Buildings  for  £255. 

Salvage  was  commenced  by  the  Council  in  April, 

1940,  and  to  the  period  ending  31st  March,  1950,  2,878  tons  of 
material  have  been  salvaged  and  sold  for  £15,515.  For  the  year 
ending  March,  1950,  we  salvaged  101  tons  of  materials  and  sold 
same  for  £889,  a decrease  of  131  tons,  and  a decrease  in  income 
of  £6 56  on  the  previous  year.  The  statistical  chart  is 
appended. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for 
the  year  ending  March  31st,  1950,  was  £326  per  1,000  population 
and  £1083  per  1,000  houses,  an  increase  of  £82  and  £281 
respectively,  this  being  due  to  the  ever  increasing  costs,  the 
slump  in  prices  of  the  sale  of  salvage  and  the  purchase  of  a 
new  C.K.3*  Karrier  Refuse  Vehicle  out  of  revenue  at  a cost  of 
£954. 


The  Council  are  still  negotiating  for  the  erection 
of  a modern  pre-separation  and  disposal  plant  to  be  erected  at 
New  Scarborough.  A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  should  be  held 
in  the  near  future .

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  District  of  Aireborough  is  provided  with  two 
public  water-supplies,  viz.  the  Guiseley  undertaking  which 
is  owned  by  the  Aireborough  Urban  District  Council  and 
provides  water  to  the  Parish  of  Guiseley,  and  the  Yead#n 
Waterworks  Company,  which  is  a Private  Company,  supplies  the 
remainder  of  the  district. 

Thirty-six  samples  of  water  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of  the  supplies  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Dept,  and  were  satisfactory.  Pive 
samples  were  taken  of  the  raw  water  before . treatment , one 
proved  unsatisfactory  on  the  Guiseley  supply  due  to  a formation 
of  mould  spores  which  necessitated  the  cleaning  of  one  of  the 
reservoirs . 


The  supply  provided  by  Guiseley  is  chiefly  bore- 
hole water  from  the  Netherfield  Road  and  Moor  Top  boreholes. 

The  Yeadon  supply  is  mainly  from  the  Hawksworth  Moors  gathered 
into  the  Reva  Reservoir,  the  supply  is  supplemented  fr#m  the 
additional  boreholes. 

The  water  gathered  from  the  moors  is  plumb#  solvent, 
but  same  is  adequately  treated  and  of  eight  samples  taken, 
all  were  satisfactory. 

The  Yeadon  Waterworks  Company  are  experimenting 
with  a pilot  plant  at  Reva  for  the  removal  of  alumina  which 
is  present  in  the  natural  supply,  at  the  present  time  alumina 
floe  is  often  found  in  the  water  supply  to  houses  situate  at 
the  lower  end  of  the  mains  and  to  which  we  receive  innumerable 
objections.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  experiments  will  be 
successful  and  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  will  give  the 
necessary  approval  for  the  required  works  of  alteration  to 
the  filter  plant  so  that  the  complaint  can  be  remedied. 

The  approximate  number  of  houses  not  on  a Public 
Water  Supply  in  the  District  is  92,  but  the  majority  of 
these  have  a piped  supply  from  private  sources.  There  are 
no  standpipes  in  the  District.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses 
on  the  public  supply  is  8,109  with  an  approximate  population 
of  26,924. 

During  the  summer  months,  there  was  a prolonged 
dry  period,  but  by  co-operation  of  the  water  undertakings 
a satisfactory  supply  of  water  to  the  District  was  maintained 
in  quantity  and  quality.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


The  question  of  the  supervision  of  the  small 
sewage  plant  in  connection  with  Hawksworth  Hall  was  discussed 
by  the  Council,  and  in  view  of  the  preparation  cf  plans  for 
the  sewering  of  Hawksworth  village  it  was  recommended  that 
the  agent  for  the  property  he  informed  that  under  the  circum- 
stances the  Council  were  prepared  without  prejudice  to  clean 
out  the  sewage  disposal  plant  and  to  make  such  minor  repairs 
thereto  as  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  considers  necessary. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 

Fifty  visits  have  been  made  to  Factories  and 
Workshops  in  the  District^  and  improvements  are  being  carried 
out  for  more  adequate  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing 
facilities  at  Messrs.  Moons  Ltd.,  and  the  Yeadon  Gas  Works. 

Ten  notices  were  served  for  insufficient  or 
unsuitable  and  defective  sanitary  accommodation. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

During  the  year  three  privy  middens  were  con- 
verted, while  fifteen  W.Cs.  were  provided  for  old  property, 
and  seventy  W.Cs.  for  new  property.  The  approximate  total 
of  W.Cs.  in  the  district  being  10183. 

There  still  remains  34  privy  middens  and  16 
pail  closets  due  to  the  absence  of  sewers  or  the  property 
being  in  confirmed  Clearance  Areas.

HOUSING 

During  the  year  1949 , the  number  of  houses 
erected  was  70  comprising  61  Council  Houses  erected  on  the 
Haw  estate,  and  9 houses  by  private  licences  and  being  situate 
as  follows:-  Hawksworth  4,  Guiseley  35  Menston  2,  making  the 
total  of  houses  built  since  the  war  363  of  which  there  were 
263  permanent  and  50  temporary  Council  Houses  and  50  by  private 
enterprise . 


The  trustees  of  the  Hargill  Walker  Estate  offered 
to  erect  four  Almshouses  in  Rawdon  and  vest  same  in  the  Council. 
It  was  recommended  that  the  Councillors  of  the  Buckstone  and 
Billing  Wards  should  be  the  management  committee  thereof. 

During  the  year  320  dwelling  houses  were  inspec- 
ted for  housing  defects  and  the  total  number  of  inspections 
made  for  that  purpose  was  582. 

The  Council  adopted  in  principal  the  making  of 
grants  to  persons  for  improvement  of  housing  accommodation  on 
the  conditions  and  subject  to  the  provisions  set  out  in  the 
Hous ing  Act,  1949- 

OVERCROWDING 

As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  the  number  of 
dwellings  overcrowded  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  17,  the  number 
of  families  dwelling  therein  was  25,  with  a total  number  of 
occupants  being  127.  The  number  of  new  cases  reported  during 
the  year  was  5,  while  the  number  of  cases  relieved  of  over- 
crowding was  12,  comprising  81  persons.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


A first  gauge,  of  Standard  pattern,  was  placed 
on  open  ground  on  Yeadon  Moor  on  the  1st  September,  1947,  at 
a height  above  sea-level  of  655  feet,  for  the  deposit  of 
atmospheric  pollution,  and  the  analysis  was  carried  out  monthly 
by  the  County  Analysts. 

It  soon  became  apparent  that  such  a single  gauge 
could  not  provide  reasonable  or  reliable  readings  for  an  area 
the  size  of  Aireborough  Urban  District,  nor  for  one  of  such 
variety  of  trades  and  land  usages.  The  ideal  appeared  to  be 
fcr  innumerable  gauges  to  be  spaced  out  over  the  District,  on 
a grid  system,  and  at  least  half-mile  intervals;  the  obstacle 
to  such  a scheme  would  be  the  initial  costs  of  installation 
and  the  monthly  costs  of  full  analyses.  Maintenance,  too, 
could  prove  expensive,  if  a winter  of  severe  frosts  damaged  the 
glass  receivers,  as  we  experienced  here  on  Yeadon  Moor. 

Thus  a simplified  deposit  gauge  and  a simplified 
analysis  were  essential.  Some  five  small  gauges,  of  our  own 
construction  on  similar  lines  to  the  Standard  Gauge,  were 
manufactured  and  sited  on  a line  across  the  District  from  West 
to  East,  covering  a variety  of  localities  and  at  varying 
altitudes;  and  the  monthly  analyses  were  carried  out  in  our 
own  laboratory,  determining  only  for  the  total  soluble  and 
insoluble  matters.

These  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  May,  1940. 

Damage  to  t he  glass-ware  was  quite  frequent  - 
frost  in  Winter  and  high  winds  in  Autumn,  so  that  in  February 
of  1949  an  experiment  in  t he  use  of  stainless  steel  collecting 
bowls  and  receivers  was  instituted  for  the  Yeadon  Moor 
Standard  Gauge,  and  this  use  has  continued  with  apparently 
quite  successful  results,  with  no  parts  of  the  gauge  liable 
to  any  damage  from  any  type  of  weather  experienced  in  this 
area. 


Finally,  commencing  1st  June,  1949?  we  placed  a 
further  two  gauges  of  our  own  design  in  central  areas,  one  at 
Guiseley  to  catch  deposits  from  industry,  and  the  other  at 
Yeadon  in  the  track  of  winds  crossing  a developing  housing 
estate : - 

Mount  Pleasant  - on  residential  land  - 555  ft.  above  sea-level. 

Yeadon  Cemetery  - in  a developing  residential  area  - 

660  ft.  above  sea-level. 

Although  the  ideal  is  not  yet  reached  we  have  the 
District  fairly  well  covered  with  gauges,  and,  as  the  tabulated 
results  show,  the  diversity  of  readings  obtained  do  give  a 
better  picture  of  atmospheric  pollution  for  Aireborough  than 
would  have  been  the  case  with  a single  Standard  Gauge  situated 
on  Yeadon  Moor.

This  increase  of  some  30  tons  per  square  mile  in  the 
one  year  may  not  he  quite  so  alarming  if  certain  other  factors  or 
incidents  are  taken  into  account.  Thus,  certain  sites  show  for  s«me 
months  an  unduly  high  reading,  the  cause  of  which  was  discovered  to 
he  2 *“• 

(1)  The  spreading  of  fertiliser  on  agricultural  land 
between  200  to  300  yards  away  but  carried  by  the 
prevailing  wind. 

(2)  Autumnal  burning  of  garden  rubbish  in  close  proximity 
to  the  gauges. 

(3)  A possible  interference  by  very  young  children  with 
one  gauge  situated  in  a garden. 

(4)  Contamination  of  two  gauges  during  certain  period  by 
seagulls  frequenting  open  stretches  of  water. 

(5)  The  always  questionable  influences  of  both  rainfall 
and  prevailing  winds  during  the  month  of  the  test. 

Comparison,  too,  should  be  made  with  the  number  of 
dwelling  houses  occupied  in  the  District , the  which  has  increased 
during  the  past  few  years,  and  even  without  taking  into  account 
any  special  allocations  of  coal  for  reasons  of  old  age  or  illness 
or  the  annual  tonnage  of  fuel  used  by  industry  (which  we  presume 
is  fairly  static),  the  annual  amount  of  coal  burnt  in  domestic 
grates  must  have  some  influence  on  the  pollution  of  the  air.
